Didsbury's waste steam 
flows less than it used to after 
the implementation of roll-out 
carts the CEO of the Mountain 
View Regional Waste Author¬ 
ity stated last week. 

Before roll-out carts were 
implemented Didsbury pro¬ 
duced more garbage per capita 
than any surrounding munici¬ 
palities. Early indications have 
shown a significant improve¬ 
ment, says Larry Nault. 

"Before the carts were is¬ 
sued Didsbury was producing 
about 200,000 tonnes per 
month. Since the carts that 
number is closer to 100,000.” 

Nault said his numbers are 
based on a slower part of the 
year but said the difference is 
still staggering.

Town taxes may rise in April say Councillors 


No tax hikes in 
interim budget

Didsburians shouldn't put 
too much faith in an interim 
budget that shows no tax in¬ 
creases, Councillor Clem 
Kuelker said at last week’s 
regular Council meeting. 

Kuelker made the comments 
after Council passed the interim 
budget - which allows Town ad¬ 
ministration to pay bills until 
an official budget is adopted. 


The mil rates for Didsbury resi¬ 
dents and businesses remained 
at 10 and 14 respectively. 

But those numbers may rise 
when Town Council sets a mil 
rate in April. 

"I want to make sure the gen¬ 
eral public isn't too optimistic 
about these numbers," said 
Kuelker. 

Moments earlier in the meet¬ 
ing Town CEO Evan Parlia¬ 
ment said if Council decided to 
raise the tax rate the money gen¬ 
erated should go into replenish¬ 
ing reserves. He said reserves 
would allow the Town to bor¬ 
row money against itself rather 
than banks in certain situa¬ 


tions. 

Councillor Harry Penner ex¬ 
pressed concern about the 
budgeting process and said now 
was the time to put something 
away for the future. 

"It seems we are just trying 
to break even from year to year 
to year and there is going to 
come a year that we aren't go¬ 
ing to be able to meet." 

Penner expanded on the one 
mill tax increase idea stating he 
would like to see an additional 
.5 mil tax increase to go to¬ 
wards fire and emergency serv¬ 
ices. 

Parliament said the total 
growth of the Town last year 


was seven per cent meaning the 
Town experienced record 
growth. Part of that growth is 
putting stress on the Town's 
resources. 

Council will set the new mil 
rates on April 7 and tax notices 
are expected to be mailed out 
on April 25. 

In an interview with the Re¬ 
view earlier this year Mayor 
Dorothy Moore eluded to a 
higher tax rate because of "in¬ 
creased pressures from in¬ 
creased costs and a need to re¬ 
plenish Town reserves. 

"We have it in mind that resi¬ 
dents like low taxes. If there is 
a raise this year, it will be ex-

Feedlot’s future hinges on NRCB appeal result 


Owners and near 
by residents wait 
for decision

A Natural Resources Conser¬ 
vation Board panel will have to 
decide whether a feedlot east of 
Didsbury will impact water 
rights of neighbours or the en¬ 
vironment after a three day ap¬ 
peal ended on Friday at Lone 
Pine Hall. 

AAA Cattle Company was 
appealing the decision made 
last year to deny their applica¬ 
tion for a combined 2,000 head 
beef finisher and 16,200 feeder 
facility. 

Four issues were up for dis¬ 
cussion during the hearings - 
the largest being whether a 
feedlot of that size would have 
an adverse affect on local resi¬ 
dents and whether a clay liner 
proposed by the company would 
be sufficient in protecting 
ground water sources. Also dis¬ 
cussed was the proximity of the 
feedlot to local residences and 
the qualifications of a AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company-hired engineer. 

AAA Cattle Company lawyer 
Keith Wilson said testimony 
given by witnesses throughout 
the hearing confirmed there was 
enough water for neighbours 
and a large feedlot. That state¬ 
ment echoed statements made 
by Alberta Environment wit-

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nesses and Council that stated 
the organization was satisfied 
there was enough water for all 
parties. 

Wilson said even if water 
supplies dwindled at neighbour¬ 
ing farms, Alberta Environment 
regulations would force the 
feedlot to either cut back on its 
water usage until the problem 
was fixed or drill a new well at 
their expense at the affected 
party’s land. 

Alberta Environment Dis¬ 
trict Approvals Manager Brock 
Rush took the stand earlier in 
the hearing and said that 
household water users always 
have first priority to water 
sources. Those with permits 
are given rights after that. The 
order in which the permits are 
issued determines there prior¬ 
ity, he said. 

Wilson used those remarks 
in his closing argument along 
with statements about owners 
Simon Cobban and Gerry 
Morash’s commitment to in¬ 
stalling a $30,000-plus compu¬ 
ter system that would monitor 
well level at all times to show 
that items would be put in place 
to reassure local land owners. 

Committee for Lone Pine law¬ 
yer Alex Mac Williams said mem¬ 
bers from the community al¬ 


ready expressed, under oath, 
that they were being affected by 
the water used by the current 
operation. 

The biggest item of conten¬ 
tion at the hearing had to do 
with the liner below the feedlot 
pens and under the catchment 
site. Section 9-8 of the regula¬ 
tions act states a liner made of 
natural occurring substances, 
like clay, had to be at least one 
meter thick. AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany lawyers argued however, 
that Section 9-9 allowed the 
panel to approve an alternative 
liner as long as permeability 
standards were up to par. 

Wilson said that a 10 centi¬ 
metre liner under the pens and 
24 centimetre liner under the 
catchments area proved to be 
thick enough in EBA labora¬ 
tory results but that AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company owners were pro¬ 
viding additional safety factors. 
The liners under the pens 
would be 30 cm thick and 60 
cm thick under the catchment 
area under the feedlots plan. 

He said to put an entire me¬ 
tre of clay under all parts of the 
feedlot requiring a liner would 
cost in excess of $1 million. 

"Thirty centimetres is not 
less than the protection stand¬ 
ard. It is not even the stand-

ard. It is three times the stand¬ 
ard," said Wilson speaking of 
the liner for the corals. 

Wilson also took exception 
to the argument made by Lone 
Pine witness and engineer 
Brian Kennedy who said fence 
posts could wreck a liner. When 
he was at the stand he likened 
the situation to sticking tooth¬ 
picks into a bag of water. 


"If that were true, wouldn't 
it also be true that with all of 
the feedlots in Alberta, that we 
would have wide-spread ground 
water contamination?" asked 
Wilson. MacWilliams told the 
panel the regulations for an al¬ 
ternate liner didn't include lin¬ 
ers made out of clay and only 
applied to alternative liners. He 
asked why the one meter regu¬ 
lation would be included if com¬ 
pany's could get around it. 

MacWilliams also pointed 
out that in examining Cobban 
earlier in the week, he was sur¬ 
prised to find out the feedlot 
owner didn’t know how thick 
the current liner at the site 
was. He said it was up to AAA 
Cattle Company to bring the 
entire site up to NRCB stand¬ 
ards if they wanted to expand 
and since no plans were pre¬ 
sented for the existing feedlot 
the application should be 
deemed incomplete and rejected 
once again. 

A decision on the appeal is 
expected next week.

Didsbury man 


jailed 

assault 

A 23-year-old Didsbury man, 
who repeatedly sexually as¬ 
saulted an eight-year-old girl in 
his care over a period of 
months, has been jailed for 
three years. 

Adam Fernando Bercier 
pleaded guilty in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court to sexual assault 
before provincial court Judge 
Terry C. Semenuk on Dec. 2. 
He was sentenced in Calgary 
provincial court on Friday. 

Bercier forced the victim to 
perform oral sex on numerous 
occasions while alone with the 
girl in 2001 and 2002, said

Crown prosecutor Danny 
Elliott. 

The accused’s lawyer, Brian 
Forestell, said the defence and 
Crown made a joint submission 
for the three year sentence. 

The accused underwent ex¬ 
tensive psychiatric evaluation 
prior to Friday’s court sitting. 

Bercier had been held in cus¬ 
tody since August 2002. 

A publication ban protects 
the victim’s identity. 

Bercier was handed a 10 year 
firearms prohibition, and was 
ordered to submit a DNA sam¬ 
ple. 


GARBAGE 

The reason behind the de¬ 
crease is simple. The carts 
have standardized the amount 
of garbage residents are able to 
throw out and have eliminated 
the variables. 

"There is only so much you 
can fit into one of those carts,” 
said Nault. 

Under the previous "three 
bag limit" some residents were 
using great big garbage bags 
or throwing out more than 
three bags. 

"It wasn't properly enforced," 
said Nault. 

In addition to less tonnage 
being disposed of each month, 
Nault has also seen an in¬ 
creased use at the recycling cen¬ 
tre. He said the bins are being 
emptied more often. 

Town of Didsbury adminis¬ 
tration have had plans to im¬ 
plement a second cart to Dids¬ 
bury residents for their 
compostables. Nault said if 
that direction is taken tipping 
fees would continue to fall for 
the town. He predicts the tip¬ 
ping fees would fall $15,000 in 
a year's period with the new 
carts.

said the second cart will be im¬ 
plemented sometime this 
year and that the cost will not 
come out of the operational 
budget.

Input will be sought 


Open house 
scheduled for 
March 5

Didsbury Town Council will 
hold off on a decision about 
the use of pesticides on Dids- 
bury's green spaces until the 
public is given a chance to 
give input. 

Open houses will be set up 
by administration to collect 
opinions from residents. Op¬ 
erational Services will deal 
with that information and 
come back to Council with 
another recommendation in 


time for their March 17 regu¬ 
lar Council meeting. 

Three weeks earlier the 
Town's Operation Services 
Committee carried a motion 
to recommend to Council to 
set up three test areas to more 
clearly show how green 
spaces could be managed with 
out the use of pesticides. 

Councillor Clem Kuelker, 
who pitched the three test site 
idea, made the motion at last 
week's Council meeting to 
seek input on the issue. 

"This issue has some far 
reaching consequences on 
both sides," said Kuelker. 
"One side says it’s a critical 
health issue, the other side 
doesn't. 

"We must provide for the 
public to give input on both

sides and refer the issue back 
to Op Services. 

"I am referring to doing 
whatever it takes - to find a 
solution that is amiable to 
everybody." 

Some Councillors felt the 
issue should be addressed 
sooner than later. Councillor 
Gary Dolha said that with 
input from both sides Town 
Council would still be faced 
with the same question they 
are facing today, does the 
Town of Didsbury advocate 
the use of pesticides? 

Councillor Cheryl Dahl 
said she would like to see 
Council move on the issue 
quickly pointing out the 
spring and summer months 
are on the horizon. Others felt 
more time was needed. 


Councillor Harry Penner 
said no budget numbers had 
been attached to a program 
that used other methods than 
pesticides. He felt that price 
tag might be high. 

"I have the feeling, and we 
have never been told, but I 
have a strong suspicion that 
we will need an increase in 
funds. I have a severe prob¬ 
lem in approving this without 
knowing what it will cost us," 
he said. 

"I don't think this issue is 
so pressing that we can't give 
people the opportunity to give 
input," said Kuelker. "I am 
not for chemicals. I am 
against pushing something 
through without a budget 
and knowing what the effects 
are." 


Funds for managing the 
parks by aeration, 
dethatching, topdressing, 
overseeding, fertilizing and 
irrigating have been re¬ 
quested in past years but 
have been cut out of the 
budget. 

Members of the Didsbury 
Environmental Advisory 
Board (DEAB) have been hop¬ 
ing for a policy that would 
use pesticides only when a cer¬ 
tain threshold had been 
breeched and would allow 
more long-term methods to 
work. The town will be hold¬ 
ing an open house on March 
5 at 7 p.m. at the 5-0 Club. 

DEAB will be hosting an 
information meeting of its 
own on Feb. 19 at the Dids¬ 
bury Library.

County and Town building? 

The Town of Didsbury has is¬ 
sued a questionnaire to its resi¬ 
dents asking for input on the 
issue of shared administration 
space with Mountain View 
County. 

The idea, which has come out 
of discussions with the County 
on how the two municipalities 
can cooperate better, would see 
the two administrations operat¬ 
ing under the same roof. 

Mountain View County is cur¬ 
rently looking at how it will up¬ 
grade its facilities. Ratepayers 
told them clearly in a plebiscite at the last municipal elec¬ 
tion they didn’t want a new building and the County looked 
at plans to renovate. 

Just recently they started to look at a new building once 
again. 

Didsbury’s administration has grown with the Town over 
the years. The Town acquired the Telus building across the 
street which helped free up space. In the future the Town 
will likely outgrow its present home and need a new space. 

But now is not the time. Budgets have become harder to 
balance in the past couple of years and the Town is looking 
at a mil-rate hike this year to help replenish reserves. Mov¬ 
ing offices to a new or renovated County Administration 
building will put Didsburians on the hook for part of a 
project they don’t really need right now. 

The County has yet to decide whether it will build new 
or renovate or has even come up with a firm price if they 
decide to build new. 

Didsbury Town Council should sit and wait for a better 
time to make a move into another building. Especially when 
they are considering raising taxes already.

Why do we need a pesticide policy? 


Dear Editor, 

In recent weeks, certain members of the Dids¬ 
bury Environmental Advisory Board to Coun¬ 
cil, have designed and vigorously promoted a 
policy regarding the use of pesticides. This policy, 
if passed would severely restrict our ability to 
properly manage any town owned green-space. 
As a Councillor I feel that it is my duty to make 
the general public aware of what this really 
means and give our residents an opportunity to 
make their views known. Unofficially, Town 
Council has embraced the system of the IPM (In¬ 
tegrated Pest Management). Since weeds fall into 
the category of pests, they are included in IPM. 
The system of IPM fosters the growing and main¬ 
taining of healthy plant and turf life with the 
least amount of chemical application. The least 
amount being from zero to what is absolutely 
necessary to maintain a green-space that is ap¬ 
pealing to most people, while keeping foremost 
public safety in mind. IPM means to manage 
plant life by taking steps at the right time to 
allow the plant to grow and flourish. IPM means 
to include: irrigating, dethatching, aeration, fer¬ 
tilizing and when needed a pesticide treatment. 
A healthy plant area is seldom in need of chemi¬ 
cal treatment, unless it is overrun by a pest, 
which includes weeds. From the little I know 
about the subject, pesticides are not meant to 
create a healthier plant. They are meant to re¬ 
move a parasite that robs the plant of valuable 
nutrients and make you lawn more pleasing to 
the eye. For IPM to be effective, work must start 
in early spring. If that work is delayed until July 
and August the weeds have taken over and the 


complaints from residents get very loud. By that 
time the options for treatment are few. You can 
get on you knees and pull the weeds, let them 
grow or you can spray. 

Council only provides a budget for maintain¬ 
ing all green-spaces within the Town. It is up to 
the Urban Environment Technician to determine 
the method of treatment, priorities and sequences 
best suited for the green-spaces within that 
budget number. Since weather conditions play 
such a major role in this process, the outcome 
is at best guesswork. It is my firm belief that 
Didsbury has never applied chemicals in a care¬ 
less or frivolous manner and always well within 
the safety limits that are carefully set out by 
regulating agencies. 

I have to ask, why do we need a policy that 
could interfere with managing our green-spaces 
properly? In my view this policy would lend it¬ 
self to turn our green-spaces into overgrown, 
unsightly areas that would soon deposit un¬ 
wanted seeds into neighboring private lots. How¬ 
ever, that is only my view. You will have an op¬ 
portunity to hear more on the subject in two 
Open Houses. The first, Feb. 19/03 in the Dids¬ 
bury Library at 7 p.m. with local presenters 
present. The second on March 5/03 at the 5-0 
Club at 7 p.m. with an expert from the Land¬ 
scape and Nursery Trade Association present. I 
hope that these presenters will provide you with 
the best possible information available so you 
can help us formulating the right policy if one is 
needed.

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Town should be proactive in 
enforcing its bylaws 


Dear Editor: 

I would appreciate your in¬ 
clusion of the following letter 
in your newspaper. 

To the Citizens of the Town 
of Didsbury; 

We, the taxpayers, are pay¬ 
ing the bylaw officer to be re¬ 
sponsible to ensure that the 
bylaws of the town are en¬ 
forced. I think the intent is to 
ensure proactively that the 
bylaws are obeyed. There are 
indeed many complications to 
the enforcement such as en¬ 
raged offenders, court appear¬ 
ances and some lack of popu¬ 
larity. The bylaw officer is 
paid to deal with these issues. 
The duly elected town coun¬ 
cil is responsible to us to see 
that he does so. The town 
management is paid to follow 
their considered and agreed 
upon requests and require¬ 
ments. 

To complicate this, the 
policy of the Town of Didsbury 
is to respond to citizen com¬ 
plaints. This is not the kind 
of policy that should make us, 
as taxpayers, happy. We elect 
town councilors to attend to 
our needs. We give them money 
through taxes, to do this. 
This money pays for hiring 
town managers and workers. 
To my way of thinking, this 
means we expect the town or¬ 
ganization to be proactive. 
They should do this by using 
the resources that they hire 


with our money to ensure the 
necessary tasks are com¬ 
pleted satisfactorily and effi¬ 
ciently. 

The weather in our area is 
peculiar, it varies between 
very warm and quite cold. 
This does make it difficult to 
keep our sidewalks clear of 
ice and snow. This letter is di¬ 
rected to those residents who 
try to keep their sidewalks 
clear by removing the snow 
as soon after it falls as possi¬ 
ble. It is also directed to citi¬ 
zens and visitors who are try¬ 
ing to walk around our town 
in relative safety and com¬ 
fort. 

This is directed towards 
the many residents whose 
sidewalks are never cleared of 
snow. When this snow melts, 
as it will with the large vari¬ 
ations in our weather, ice 
forms and it is then impossi¬ 
ble to remove and salting is 
necessary. Salt, whether it is 
"environmentally friendly" or 
not is an undesirable product 
that deteriorates the 
sidewalk and tracks into our 
homes. 

There are many other is¬ 
sues within the town that are 
not being addressed 
proactively. Traffic laws are 
being broken regularly. 
Speeding through school 
zones is obvious. U-turns 
across the solid line down 
main street is another one. 


Many other bylaws are bro¬ 
ken consistently by people 
who either do not care about 
the danger to the public, or 
are in too big a hurry to "do 
it right". 

The Town of Didsbury has 
by-laws concerning infrac¬ 
tions of undesirable practices. 
One such bylaw states that a 
ticket will be issued to those 
who do not remove the snow 
adjacent to their property. 
This is, of course, after due 
warnings and continued lack 
of response. 

Since the town policy is to 
react only to complaints 
rather than be proactive and 
respond in a preventative 
way, let us, as citizens show 
the town that we care about 
their actions. If we file a com¬ 
plaint every time we see a by¬ 
law violation, they will be 
snowballed with complaints. 
This can be done in person at 
the Town office, phoned or 
mailed in to the town. Please 
be sure to include the specif¬ 
ics of the violation as well as 
your name and address. (I 
apologize to the wonderful 
girls who handle these com¬ 
plaints for the extra work 
load this will incur). 

Thanks to all who will help 
me with this effort. Maybe we 
can change the policy of the 
town through this effort.

Patrol safety concerns are not due to AMA changes 


Dear Editor, 

In response to an article in 
the January 15 edition of the 
Didsbury Review, I would like 
to acknowledge community 
leaders in the town of 
Didsbury for their commit¬ 
ment to safety and, at the 
same time, clarify information 
regarding procedure changes 
in the Alberta Motor Associa¬ 
tion School Safety Patrol pro¬ 
gram. 

The article may have un¬ 
intentionally mislead some 
readers into believing that 
dangerous traffic situations 
arose within Didsbury school 
zones due to the changes in 
AMA School Safety Patrol 
program. In fact, the under¬ 
lying traffic safety problems 
in Didsbury were not due to 
the change in AMA School 
Safety Patrol procedures but 
a result of unsafe actions per¬ 
formed by drivers and adult 
pedestrians. These unsafe 
actions included parents 
parking on the east side of 
the street and motioning their 
children to cross, adults ig¬ 
noring pedestrian 

crosswalks, parents parking 
too close to crosswalks, and 
drivers ignoring the fact that 
pedestrians were waiting to 
cross. 

The decision to alter patrol 
procedures in Calgary took a 
considerable amount of time 
and was not made solely by 
the Alberta Motor Associa¬ 
tion. Discussions were initi¬ 
ated by the Calgary Board of 
Education and the unanimous 
decision was made jointly by 
all key partners in the pro¬ 


gram. 

The only modification to 
patrol procedures is that pa¬ 
trollers no longer place them¬ 
selves at an increased risk 
level by entering the middle 
of the roadway to face the 
oncoming traffic lane. AMA 
School Safety Patrollers still 
wear bright orange reflective 
vests, use whistles, hold stop 
signs and utilize traffic py¬ 
lons as required. If there are 
visibility concerns, such as 
parked vehicles, patrollers 
are trained to take three steps 
into the street (no further 
than the outer edge of the ve¬ 
hicle) to ensure that their 
sight lines are clear and driv¬ 
ers are able to see them. 

The role of a School Safety 
Patroller is to assist younger 
students in crossing the street 
safely - not to control or 
direct traffic. According to 
the Highway Traffic Act, driv¬ 
ers must stop for pedestrians 
waiting to cross. Failure to 
yield to a pedestrian (and/or 
patroller) when his/her arm 
is extended is an offence that 
carries a $115 fine and 3 de¬ 
merit points, compared to a 
$57 fine and 3 demerits for 
simply failing to stop for a 
pedestrian. 

As one police constable in 
Calgary stated during their 
changeover period, “What 
part of two children wearing 
fluorescent vests at a 
crosswalk, in a school zone, 
on both sides of the road, 
holding out their arm with a 
stop sign, and a third child 
blowing a whistle, do you 
NOT understand? If you are 


still confused, then I strongly 
suggest you immediately turn 
in your driver’s licence.” The 
officer went on to comment 
that he noticed drivers know 
exactly what to do when po¬ 
lice are observing. 

Traffic safety issues (such 
as unsafe driving behaviours, 
and unnecessary traffic con¬ 
gestion) cannot be effectively 
solved by simply placing 
school patrollers and/or adult 
crossing guards on duty. Lo¬ 
cal traffic safety issues are 
best addressed by using a 
comprehensive community- 
based traffic safety plan that 
recognizes the inter-relation¬ 
ship of the road user, vehicle 
and environment and includes 
the four important compo¬ 
nents: education, evaluation, 
engineering and enforcement. 

We need to keep in mind 
that patrolled crosswalks re¬ 
flect only a small percentage 
of crosswalks that children 
use everyday. Children also 
need to be taught how to 
cross streets safely when pa¬ 
trollers and/or adult crossing 
guards are not available. 
Therefore, the fundamental 
principle of the School Safety 
Patrol program is to empower 
students to accept leadership 
roles and to give students the 
necessary skills, knowledge 
and attitudes to survive traf¬ 
fic. 

The Alberta Motor Associa¬ 
tion sponsors and coordinates 
the School Safety Patrol pro¬ 
gram in 550 schools across 
Alberta as a service to the 
community. This program 
has achieved and maintained 


an enviable safety record that 
is unparalleled by any other 
program of its type. In the 
entire 66-year history of the 
AMA School Safety Patrol 
program, no one has been 
killed or seriously injured in 
a patrolled crosswalk in Al¬ 
berta. The success of the 
program can be directly at¬ 
tributed to the extensive re¬ 
search and strong partner¬ 
ships that continue to exist 
between schools, student vol¬ 
unteers, the AMA, law en¬ 
forcement agencies, school 
boards, partner organizations 
and municipal traffic engi¬ 
neering departments 

throughout the province. 

As traffic safety 
stakeholders, it is important 
that we do not contribute to 
the misleading notion that 
safety within school zones is 
the sole responsibility of 
school patrollers and/or adult 


crossing guards. It’s a 
shared responsibility and all 
road users (including parents, 
drivers and adult pedestri¬ 
ans) must take personal re¬ 
sponsibility for the safety of 
others. 

Thank you for showing 
your commitment to safety.

School board, 
teachers agree on 
Commission’s 
interim report

It has been a long time since 
our local Alberta Teachers As¬ 
sociation (ATA) president and 
Chinook’s Edge School Division 
had anything to agree on, but 
the interim report from the 
Commission on Learning has 
both parties agreeing this proc¬ 
ess is a positive step towards a 
better education system. 

An interim report, titled The 
Homework Continues, released 
earlier last week, outlines the 
process this commission has 
undertaken since its inception 
in June 2002, as a result of job 
action taken on by teachers in 
a majority of this province's 
school divisions, including 
Chinook's Edge. 

Since that time the Commis¬ 
sion on Learning has listened 
to presentations by all its 
stakeholders and has received 
more than 15,000 completed 
workbooks reviewing Alberta’s 
education system. 

The interim report provides 
an overview of the commis¬ 
sion’s progress, highlights 
some of the major themes that 
emerged during the public con¬ 
sultation process and outlines 
planned next steps. A final re¬ 
port is expected by early fall, 
months later than first ex¬ 
pected. 

Bob Worsfold, president of 
the local ATA, Roy Brassard, 
chair of Chinook's Edge School 
Division and Jim Gibbons, su¬ 
perintendent of Chinook's Edge 
all agree they are encouraged 
the commission is taking the 
extra time needed to complete 
the study and are confident all 
stakeholders have been lis¬ 
tened to by the commission. 

"I'm not surprised that it is 
taking them longer than they 
thought to complete the study 
but it is better they take extra 
time and do it right," said 
Worsfold. "This is the first com¬ 
prehensive assessment of our 
education system in 30 years 
and to rush it is not in anyone’s 
best interest," he said. 

Worsfold as well as Gibbons 
and Brassard attended the day 
long public meeting in Red Deer 
where the commission heard 
from parents, teachers, support 
staff and school divisions in 
this area. The meeting was to 
allow the commission to learn, 
first hand, what people think 
are the most pressing issues in 
Alberta’s education system to¬ 
day. 

"We've consulted with thou¬ 
sands of passionate and com¬ 
mitted Albertans and we've 
completed a considerable 
amount of research. It’s been 
hard work for us, but, in many 
ways, the most difficult work 
is still ahead. We want to make 
strong recommendations that 
are achievable and put students 
first," said Commission Chair, 


Patricia Mackenzie. 

Thousands of Albertans, 
from across the province, par¬ 
ticipated in this process either 
through presentations at pub¬ 
lic meetings or by submitting 
workbooks and making presen¬ 
tations to the commission. The 
commission received more than 
15,400 completed workbooks, 
one of the largest returns the 
province has ever had for a 
commission of this type. 

Brassard said Chinook’s 
Edge was allotted 10 minutes 
to present their review at the 
public meeting. He and Gibbons 
felt that wasn't enough time and 
complained - Chinook’s Edge 
was then scheduled another 30 
minutes to state their case. 

"I don't envy the commis¬ 
sion’s task. They were open to 
listening and what comes out 
of that will determine whether 
there is any value to this," said 
Brassard. He stated he was dis¬ 
appointed with the eight page 
interim report but encouraged 
by the evidence of long-term, 
leading edge resolutions to im¬ 
prove the education system. 
Most encouraging is the com¬ 
mitment shown to putting a 
price tag on the commissions 
recommendations. 

"From that standpoint, they 
are committed to saying this is 
what we are going to recom¬ 
mend and this is what we see it 
costing," said Brassard. 

What the government does 
with those recommendations in 
the fall is what will determine 
the future of Alberta's education 
system, said Worsfold. 

"Alberta has an excellent 
education system, teachers are 
doing a great job but it is 
stretched to the limits and the 
weak points and cracks are 
starting to show. 

"I'm pleased the commission 
has listened. Now the question 
is what is the government go¬ 
ing to do with their sugges¬ 
tions? If it is again going to be, 
"do more with less then it isn't 
going to work,” said Worsfold. 
Despite the September outcome 
of the report, and what the gov¬ 
ernment will do with the rec¬ 
ommendations, education is one 
step further improved by this 
process, said Gibbons. 

"I think the other intangible 
is that whenever you have a 
Commission on Learning sit, 
and organizations and 
stakeholders themselves have 
to answer the questions "what 
do we want education to look 
like?" you have actually caused 
all of those organizations to set 
their own vision of how they 
want to influence education, 
for the next 20 years. 

"If we have all decided what 
we want education to look like 
we can all, through the people 
we hire and elect and so on, for¬ 
mulate the vision we want," 
said Gibbons. 


IN THE COURTS 

Man had sexual relations with girl 


A B.C. man who admitted having a sexual 
relationship with a 13-year-old area girl has 
been jailed. 

Cameron Allan Routledge pleaded guilty in 
Didsbury provincial court on Feb. 3 to charges 
of sexual assault and failing to appear in court. 

The accused was charged after the parents 
of the victim noticed their daughter was re¬ 
ceiving letters postmarked from a Lethbridge- 
area prison, court heard. 

The letters were sent by the accused and 
contained sexual explicit references. Con¬ 
fronted with the letters, the girl admitted the 
relationship, which had occurred over a period 
of time during 2001. 

The girl was only 13 at the time and there¬ 
fore she could not legally consent to sexual re¬ 
lations. The age of consent in Canada is 14 
years. 

Judge Terry Semenuk called the crime an 
"inappropriate sexual relationship". 

The judge sentenced the accused to 11 
months in custody. 

Man fined for failing to provide breath 
sample 

A 68-year-old man charged with impaired 
driving after a Citizens on Patrol group in 
Bowden thought they had stopped a drunk 
driver has been fined. 

Ken Sorensen pleaded guilty to a charge of 
refusing to provide a breath sample. 

The accused was stopped in Bowden shortly 


after 1:30 a.m. on Sept. 7, court heard. 

An RCMP officer was called to the scene and 
the accused was taken into custody. 

The man provided one breath sample but 
then declined to provide the mandatory second 
sample. 

Judge Semenuk fined the accused $600, and 
prohibited him from driving for one year. 

The Crown withdrew a charge of impaired 
driving against Sorensen. 

Man had stolen vehicle 

A Calgary hitchhiker who accepted an offer 
of a ride to Fort McMurray in September has 
been handed one day in jail for possession of 
stolen property. 

Francis James Harry pleaded guilty to 
charges of possession of stolen property and 
failure to appear. 

The accused accepted a ride from an un¬ 
known person on Sept. 3, court heard. 

When the men reached Bowden, the driver 
stopped the vehicle and walked off, leaving the 
accused with the keys. 

Harry subsequently fell asleep in the vehi¬ 
cle and was awaken by police, who charged him 
with theft. 

The accused admitted to Judge Semenuk that 
he knew the 1980 VW Rabbit was stolen prop¬ 
erty. 

Citing the accused’s 18 days in predisposi¬ 
tion custody, the judge handed Harry one day 
in jail on both charges.

Alberta Social Credit Leader 
Lavern Ahistrom made a brief 
appearance in Didsbury last 
week as part of a provincial 
whirlwind tour to hear 
Albertan's concerns and to gain 
exposure for his party. 

Travelling with the party's 
vice-president of communica¬ 
tions Mathew Semmler, 
Ahistrom said Albertans were 
not being appropriately repre¬ 
sented in the Alberta legislature 
by either the ruling Tories or 
the opposition parties. 

"Let's face it. Alberta is never 
going to elect a Liberal or NDP 
government," said Ahistrom in 
an interview. "And judging by 
the job they have done in keep¬ 
ing the Klein government ac¬ 
countable, why should they?" 

In addition to providing op¬ 
position to the opposition, 
Ahistrom was also quick to 
criticize the Progressive Con¬ 
servatives on several different 
issues. 

He said deregulation of utili¬ 
ties has produced ire for 
Albertans - especially in rural 
areas. Healthcare, he said, is 
disintegrating and Albertans are 
losing their say with the loss of 
elected health board members. 
And education, a perennial is¬ 
sue, is suffering because there 
is not enough money to build 
enough adequate schools espe¬ 
cially in urban centres. 

"What we are saying is that 
there is no long-term plan for 
issues like these in Alberta,” 
said Ahistrom. "The govern¬ 
ment waits for a problem to 
arise and then throws money at 


have an opportunity for input 
on these decisions. That's not 
a democracy." 

Ahistrom recognizes that the 
Social Credit party faces a long 
uphill battle to get back into the 
legislature. He said just getting 
one Social Credit candidate 
elected in the next election 
would go a long way in re-es¬ 
tablishing the party. 

"Even if we were able to get 
just one person in, it would be 


a vocal way to have Albertan's 
views represented. Our goal is 
to get people elected into the leg¬ 
islature." 

So while on tour Ahistrom 
is looking for candidates to run 
in the various constituencies in 
Alberta. He said locally he 
would like to find a charismatic 
candidate to run against MLA 
Richard Marz. 

"I think a lot of people in Al¬ 
berta are looking for a change," 
said Ahistrom.

upheld 

An Alberta Court of 
Appeal three-member 
panel has upheld a previ¬ 
ous decision made in a 
lower court that cleared 
Jason Deitsch of Dids¬ 
bury on any criminal 
wrong doing in the traf¬ 
fic death of a Calgary po¬ 
lice officer. 

The decision, made on 
Feb. 3, dismissed the ar¬ 
gument that Justice 
Bryan Mahoney made a 
mistake when he ruled 
that inattentiveness on 
Deitsch’s part was not 
enough to convict him of 
dangerous driving. 

Deitsch was acquitted 
of criminal responsibility 
for the head-on crash on 
Highway 2A near Car- 
stairs that killed Const. 
Henry Mah in March of 
last year. 

Deitsch, who was 18 at 
the time of the accident, 
drifted into Mah’s lane as 
he watch off-road vehicles 
driving on the side of the 
road.

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Town continues to investigate train station purchase

Didsbury Town Coun¬ 
cil passed a motion to ap¬ 
prove in principle, to ac¬ 
quire the title of Eldon 
Foote Hall as long as they 
are not assuming a 
budget deficit situation at 
last week's Council meet¬ 
ing. 

Council continued to 
discuss the possibility of 
acquiring the train sta¬ 
tion and methods in 
which money could be 
raised by its use to ensure 
its future in Didsbury. 

CP Rail is prepared to 
donate the land the train 
station sits on to the 


Town, according to corre¬ 
spondence with Eldon 
Foote who is dealing with 
the CPR on the issue. 

At the Feb. 3 Council 
meeting Councillors 
seemed optimistic about 
acquiring Eldon Foote 
Hall and discussed meth¬ 
ods in which the building 
could bring in a steady 
income. 


One idea was to reno¬ 
vate part of the upstairs 
into a bachelors suite and 
rent it out. Councillor 
Harry Penner said a suite 
would be a good source of 
revenue and that the area 
in question would be 
taken care of by the oc¬ 
cupant. 

Council also learned 
the hall would be avail¬ 


able for rentals on the 
weekend and select week 
nights when the Boy 
Scouts and Girl Guide 
programs were not mak¬ 
ing use of the facility. 

Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Officer Robert Wigg 
said some interest had 
been given to schools us¬ 
ing the facility. Council¬ 
lors were provided with a 


list of 10 other possible 

users. 

A permanent solution 
has been sought by the 
Town of Didsbury for the 
train station. In 1987 sig¬ 
nificant upgrades were 
made to the building and 
the CPR signed a contract 
regarding the sale of the 
land to the Town for fair 
market value. The Town, 


however, never signed the 
document. The Town 
wants a permanent solu¬ 
tion for the building be¬ 
cause the lease runs out 
in 2007. 

Council has expressed 
concern in the past few 
months about whether 
the building would be 
used enough to take care 
of its own costs.

With six games left in the 
regular season, the Olds 
Grizzlys are preparing for the 
playoffs. 

After playing their final 
homestand at the Sportsplex 
this weekend against the St. 
Albert Saints and the Camrose 
Kodiaks, they head out on the 
road to close regular season 
play against the Crowsnest 
Timberwolves, Brooks Bandits, 
Fort Saskatchewan Traders 
and Calgary Royals. 

According to Head Coach/ 
General Manager, Brett Cox, 
the final games are extremely 
important as the Grizzlys are 
in a battle for a post season 
appearance against the Calgary 
Canucks and the Calgary Roy¬ 
als. 

"In order for us to be a con¬ 
tender for the league champi¬ 
onship, our defensive play will 
have to be very solid in the 
playoffs," said Cox. 

And judging from last week's 
games, against the Bandits, the 
Royals and the Canucks, the 
defensive play has come around 
as the Grizzlys allowed just four 
goals against in the three 
games at the Sportsplex.

“We are not saying no to horse capture, if you 
believe in the environment (like the members of 
WHOA do) then you have to accept we need to con¬ 
trol the numbers of wild horses. We are not 
treehuggers, against any type of capture, we are 
realistic,” said Henderson. 

He said people are still misunderstanding 
WHOA’s mission statement. 

In the past few weeks, Henderson has received 
calls from people who think WHOA is against any 
type of horse capture and that is not the case. 

“I’ve had hunters call, who are against us, say¬ 
ing wild horses encroach on elk, moose and mule 
deers. This is not true.” 

Henderson has watched many instances where 
horses break trail for the elk, moose and deer. He 
has watched horses clear snow for forage. He has 
seen elk and moose feeding with horses in their 
herds. 

“I have seen areas, that as soon as horses were 
taken out, the brush grew up and elk stopped com¬ 
ing into the area. When I hear this argument, that 
horses encroach on elk, I explain this to them and 
their only argument goes out the window,” said 
Henderson. 

Another misconception by the government is that 
free roaming horses are damaging trees. 

“I’ve had them (land management and fish and 
wildlife officers) tell me the horses are out there 
wrecking the trees, and I tell them, you should go 
out there and see what Sunpine (a local logging 
company) is doing,” said one member of WHOA. 

Henderson will be making presentations for 4-H 
groups and he continues to accept invitations to 
schools. 


WHOA still plans to enlist the help of a local 
university to determine accurate numbers of horses 
in the area and their lineage (to see if these horses 
are related to Spanish mustangs). 

WHOA also plans to meet with some local First 
Nations people to enlist their support as horses are 
an integral part of their heritage. 

Don Livingston, land management officer for the 
Clearwater Forest Area, reported a count of free 
roaming horses has just been concluded and they 
have counted 20 per cent more horses in the area 
than last year. 

“The numbers of horses in the area are still in 
line with the 20 year average,” said Livingston. 

WHOA said according to their counts the number 
of horses in the area are dwindling. WHOA would 
like to conduct a count of the horses this spring 
with the help of all their members and maybe do an 
aerial count. 

“People do care - if they see something wrong 
happening they are beginning to report it, where 


they never did in the past,” said Henderson. He is 
confident WHOA will garner more support with 
every person who learns about wild horses. 

“If we stick to our objectives they (the govern¬ 
ment) are going to listen to us. Who can argue the 
facts?” 

Horse Capture Regulations are currently under 
review and the Department of Sustainable Resource 
Development has not yet decided what changes, if 
any, are necessary for this legislation. 

Henderson encourages people to call or write 
their MLAs or contact the Department of Sustain¬ 
able Resource Development toll free at 310-0000, 
to express their opinion of the Horse Capture Regu¬ 
lations.

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QUESTION: My son is just over a year old. I quit my 
job when he was born, believing it was the right thing to 
do, but lately our finances have been so tight that I’m 
seriously considering going back to work. What are your 
feelings about putting a child of this age in day care? 

DR. DOBSON: Let me begin by saying that I under¬ 
stand the struggle you’re facing. When our firstborn was 
2 years old, I was finishing my doctoral work at the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California. Every available dollar was 
needed to support my tuition and related expenses. Al¬ 
though we didn’t want Shirley to work when Danae was 
young, we felt we had no alternative. 

Shirley taught school and our little girl was taken to a 
day-care center each morning. One day when we arrived 
at the facility, Danae began to cry uncontrollably. “No! 
No! No, Daddy!” she said to me. 

She had a look of terror in her eyes, and I suspected 
that she had been very upset the last time she was there. 
I could only imagine what had happened. I turned and 
walked back to the car carrying my precious daughter. 
When we were alone, I said, “Danae, I promise that you 
will never have to stay there again.” 

And she never did. I share this to underscore the point 
that though I’m sympathetic with your financial anxie¬ 
ties, I’d still advise you to avoid the day-care option if at 
all possible. My opinion on this subject is based on hard 
data. 

The National Institute of Child Health and Human De¬ 
velopment has conducted the most comprehensive study 
of this issue to date. More than 1,100 mothers and chil¬ 
dren and 10 premier child-care sites across the United 
States were evaluated when the children were 6, 15, 24 
and 36 months of age. 

Preliminary findings confirm that leaving a very young 
child in a day-care facility is associated with less sensi¬ 
tive mothering and child engagement. The child also tends 
to react less positively to the mother. In other words, the 
bond between mother and child is affected somewhat nega¬ 
tively by early day-care experience, especially if the mother 
tends by nature to be insensitive. 

QUESTION: 0o you have any practical suggestions 
for couples who are serious about making the effort to 
live on one income? How can they avoid bankruptcy? 

DR. DOBSON: There may be a way to get it done. 
Donna Partow, author of “Homemade Business,” has of¬ 
fered specific advice about starting your own business, 
which could involve desktop publishing, pet grooming, 
sewing, consulting, transcribing legal documents or even 
getting into mail-order sales. 

Choosing the right business is the first of three pre¬ 
paratory steps. Consider taking a personal-skills-and-in- 
terest inventory to identify your abilities and to discover 
what you might enjoy doing. The second step is to do your 
homework. 

Begin by asking your librarian to help you research 
your chosen field. Look up books, magazines and news¬ 
paper articles. 

Talk to other people who have done what you are con¬ 
sidering. Join an industry organization and a network. 
Subscribe to industry publications. According to Mrs. 
Partow, the third step is to garner as much support as 
you can. 

Get your children, your spouse and your friends on 
your side. Then marshal your resources and go for it. 
Before telling me why this alternative is impossible in light 
of your circumstances, let me tell you about the Van 
Wingerden family in Colorado Springs, Colo.

Didsburian trains for Half Ironman 


You won’t find Lawna 
Mackie in the house at 6:00 am 
on a frigid, dark, February 
morning. To her, it’s the per¬ 
fect time to run her 10 km route 
around town with her dog 
Bear- part of the training re¬ 
gime she’s adapted in prepara¬ 
tion for the Great White North 
Triathlon she plans to partici¬ 
pate in this July. 

The Half Ironman Triathlon, 
set to take place in and around 
Stony Plain on July 5th in¬ 
volves a two kilometre swim in 
Hubbles Lake, 90 kilometre 
bike ride and 22 kilometre run. 
While the distances may seem 
intimidating to most, 34-year- 
old Mackie is confident the six 
month training schedule she’s 
set out for herself will be 
enough to see her cross the fin¬ 


ish line. “This is one of those 
accomplishments of a lifetime 
that I’ve always wanted to 
do...something that I can look 
back on. As long as I have my 
health I don’t have any doubts 
that I can do this...it’s always 
80 per cent mental condition¬ 
ing anyway.” 

Mackie, a personal trainer 
herself, prepares for the physi¬ 
cal portion of the competition 
by running four to five days per 
week (including a weekend run 
of 22 km), swimming 90 
lengths four times a week and 
biking on an indoor 
windtrainer 1 - 1.5 hours a 
week. “I like to run with my 
dog Bear (an 8-year-old 
Malamute). We’re like bats...we 
both enjoy the dark and the 
cold, but it works for us...” 


Besides having a positive 
mental outlook and strict ex¬ 
ercise program, Mackie will 
use past experience to guide her 
in her preparations for July. “I 
did this event two years ago, 
so I sort of know what to ex¬ 
pect although every race can be 
so different,” she says adding 
weather always plays a key 
role in overall performance. 
“The last time I did this the 
weather was horrible...cold 
and rainy for the swim in the 
morning, then hail for the bike 
ride and hot and sunny for the 
run. You just never know what 
you’re going to get.” 

Mackie credits her ability to use 
visualization as a major asset to 
her finishing the competition that 
year. 

“The weather was actually so 


bad that the organizers of the event 
were considering to cancel. But 
weather can’t be a factor...I trained 
in snow and sleet anyway. You 
just have to decide to go with it,” 
Mackie explains. 

“While I was doing the race I 
was visualizing my training routes 
and just told myself that this is 
no different than swimming at the 
pool, or biking and running 
around Didsbury . It really works 
for me.” 

Rigorous training and condi¬ 
tioning aside, Mackie maintains 
that her ability to complete the 
course will once again rest in the 
support she receives from family 
and friends. “My husband, my 
friend and my dog are all very 
motivating factors for me. Know¬ 
ing they are there helps me believe 
that I can reach that finish line.”

Carstairs seems to need that one spe¬ 
cial thing to set us apart - to put us on 
the map. Well it’s standing straight, tall 
and noble along the very rail track that 
encouraged the development of our 
town. 

Grain elevators in our surrounding 
towns have been systematically de¬ 
stroyed - one by one. If they were a spe¬ 
cies they would be on the endangered 
list! FO.R.C.E.S feels very strongly that 
we must not sit quietly by while this 
happens to ours. 

We are grateful for the tremendous 
amount of support received to date 
which is helping us save our elevator 
from certain destruction. Many people 
from surrounding towns have offered to 
help us keep the Carstairs elevator as 
they are saddened by the loss of theirs.
